Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1959. 

The  birth  rate  again  shows  a rise  on  the  previous  year.  There  were 
actually  321  births  as  against  288  in  1958.  This  gives  a satisfactory 
rate  of  20.8  births  as  against  1 6. 5 for  the  rest  of  the  country. 

We  had  a satisfactory  drop  in  the  death  rate  which  was  2 ^ points 
less  than  that  for  the  county  and  nearly  4\  points  less  than  that  for 
the  rest  of  the  country.  The  principal  killers  were  again  heart  diseases 
and  cancer.  They  together  accounted  for  73  of  the  total  of  111  deaths. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  shows  a rise  on  the  previous  year. 
There  were  8 deaths  in  this  group,  5 of  them  being  under  the  age  of 
1 week. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  town  again  in  November 
and  December.  Whereas  the  response  from  firms  was  again  good 
that  from  the  general  public  was  disappointing.  5,362  persons  were 
X-rayed  as  against  5,745  in  1956.  It  is  a great  pity  that  more  people 
did  not  take  advantage  of  this  service,  not  only  because  of  it’s  great 
value  in  the  control  and  eradication  of  tuberculosis,  but  also  because 
it  does  detect  other  non-tuberculous  conditions  of  the  chest  at  an  early 
and  therefore  treatable  stage. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  carried  on  during  the  year  and 
the  age  limit  has  now  been  extended  to  40  years.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
response  from  these  older  age  groups  will  be  good  because  the  disease, 
although  not  so  high  in  its  incidence  amongst  them,  tends  to  be  more 
crippling  when  paralysis  does  occur. 

Once  more  I should  like  to  record  another  year  of  cordial  co-opera- 
tion with  Mr.  Sherwood,  your  Clerk,  Mr.  Smithie,  your  Surveyor  and 
Chief  Health  Inspector,  and  their  staffs.

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SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


1.  LABORATORY  SERVICES 

The  bacteriological  work  of  the  District  has  been  carried  out  by 
the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Bedford  and  Aylesbury.  Samples 
of  Water  and  Sewage  for  chemical  analysis  are  sent  to  London. 

2.  AMBULANCE  SERVICES 

These  services  are  administered  by  the  County  Council.  An 
Ambulance  Station  with  four  Ambulances,  one  Sitting  Case  Car,  2 
Utilicons  and  two  Buses  has  been  established  in  the  Town  which  has 
dealt  satisfactorily  with  all  general  cases  including  accidents. 

3.  NURSING  FACILITIES 

As  in  previous  years  the  District  Nurses  carried  on  their  very 
excellent  and  noble  work. 

4.  CLINICS 

(a)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  : Weekly  clinics  were  held  in 
the  Clinic  in  Bletchley  Road  and  fortnightly  clinics  in  St.  Mary’s 
Parish  Hall.  The  voluntary  committees  and  health  visitors  attended 
each  time  and  a doctor  attended  once  a fortnight.  The  total  number 
of  attendances  during  the  year  by  children  was  2,490. 

The  ladies  of  the  voluntary  committees  have  again  to  be  thanked 
for  giving  so  much  of  their  time  to  this  work. 

(b)  Chest  Clinic  : This  clinic  continues  to  do  excellent  work.  It 
is  a self-contained  unit  complete  with  X-ray  apparatus,  etc.,  and  is 
under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  County  Chest  Physician.  Sessions 
are  held  weekly  at  the  Clinic,  Bletchley  Road. 

(c)  Physiotherapy  Clinic  : This  Clinic,  which  is  under  the  aegis 
of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  performed  another  year  of  excellent 
service  to  the  public. 

(d)  Ophthalmic  Clinic  : An  ophthalmic  surgeon  and  an  orthoptist 
hold  weekly  clinics  at  Bletchley  Road.  In  addition  there  is  a special 
session  on  the  first  Saturday  of  each  month  for  school  children. 

(e)  Dermatological  Clinic : A specialist  in  skin  diseases  attends 
twice  monthly. 

(f)  Dental  Clinic : This  clinic  continues  to  do  very  good  work 
■amongst  the  school  children.  A full  time  dental  surgeon  attends. 
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(g)  Toddlers’  Clinic:  Due  to  increased  work  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  a special  clinic  was  instituted  for  the  toddlers.  This  is  held  on 
the  fourth  Friday  of  each  month. 

(h)  Health  Visiting  : Three  whole  time  Health  Visitors  have  been 
appointed  to  the  Bletchley  area  and  they  are  doing  excellent  work. 

(i)  Speech  Therapy  : A qualified  Speech  Therapist  attends  week- 
ly and  is  doing  very  excellent  work  among  school  children. 

(j)  Care  of  the  Blind  : The  Home  Teacher  for  the  Blind  has  her 
headquarters  at  Bletchley  Road  Clinic,  and  attends  there  weekly. 

(k)  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic  : Weekly  sessions  are  held  and 
are  attended  by  a specialist  from  Aylesbury. 

All  of  these  services,  except  Physiotherapy,  are  administered  by 
the  County  Health  Department,  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  or  both, 
and  all  are  housed  in  the  Bletchley  Road  building  which  was  originally 
intended  as  a School  Clinic  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  only. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  hopes  expressed  in  my  Annual 
Report  for  1952  regarding  the  provision  of  a Diagnostic  Centre  for 
Bletchley  are  at  long  last  close  to  realization.  At  the  time  of  writing 
great  progress  has  been  made  with  the  building. 

Now  that  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  have  got  moving,  is  it  too 
much  to  expect  that  similar  hopes  regarding  the  provision  of  a 
Maternity  Home  in  the  town,  expressed  in  my  report  for  1947,  will 
scon  be  realised.

6.  DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

This  service  has  been  recently  reorganised  and  a full-time  domestic 
help  organiser  and  an  assistant  have  been  appointed  to  cover  the 
North  Bucks  area.  The  domestic  help  organiser  herself  controls 
Bletchley  and  surrounding  districts. 

This  service  is  doing  excellent  work  particularly  amongst  the  aged 
and  chronic  sick.  One  hundred  and  forty-eight  cases  were  helped 
during  the  year.

B.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  sewage  works  has  functioned  satisfactorily.  Samples  of  the 
effluent  are  taken  regularly.  No  complaints  of  pollution  have  been 
received. 

Sludge  has  been  taken  to  nearby  farms  by  motor  tanker  owing  to 
shortage  of  sludge  drying  beds.  A scheme  is  in  hand  to  construct 
a special  sludge  drying  apparatus  which  should  be  in  operation  early 
in  I960. 

C.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

Inspections  are  made  of  the  few  watercourses  and  ditches  in  the 
district.  No  pollution  or  flooding  has  taken  place. 

D.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

A few  houses  in  Drayton  Road  and  elsewhere  in  isolated  places 
are  still  without  main  drainage.  Further  development  in  Drayton 
Road  has  not  taken  place  yet,  thereby  holding  up  the  proposed  sewer 
extension  in  that  area. 
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E.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


A weekly  refuse  collection  is  maintained  in  the  district.  Two 
large  capacity  closed  vehicles  are  in  use. 

Controlled  tipping  at  the  Saldon  Wood  site  has  continued  to  be 
satisfactory. 

F.  SHOPS  ACT 

Administered  by  the  County  Council.  No  contraventions  were 
noted. 

H.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

No  complaints  were  received  or  excessive  smoke  noted  during  the 
year. 

The  forthcoming  electrifying  of  the  main  London  railway  line 
may  reduce  smoke  from  the  engine  sheds. 

I.  SWIMMING  POOL 

The  open  air  swimming  pool  was  again  well  patronised  by  some

INSPECTOR,  MR.  J.  F.  SMITHIE 


The  continuing  expansion  of  the  town  has  again  been  the  main 
work  of  the  surveying  and  engineering  staff. 

Water  supply,  sewerage  and  refuse  disposal  have  been  mentioned 
earlier  in  this  report. 

General  public  health  duties  relating  to  housing,  building  inspec- 
tion, food  hygiene,  pest  control,  etc.,  have  been  carried  out  by  Mr. 
N.  J.  Adams.  Other  departments  connected  with  the  well-being  of 
the  community  are  Works  and  Highways  (Mr.  G.  Heap)  and  the 
two  sections  of  the  Housing  Department,  Housing  Officer,  Mr.  T. 
Holderness,  Housing  Repairs  Supervisor,  Mr.  L.  H.  Randall. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-eight  Council  dwellings  and  106  private 
dwellings  were  completed  during  1959.

HOUSING 

Closing  and  demolition  of  unfit  houses  continued  slowly.  The 
completion  of  two  groups  of  bungalows  enabled  the  Council  to  re- 
house elderly  tenants  from  unfit  houses.  Only  ten  unfit  dwellings 
listed  in  the  1955  report  are  now  occupied.

3.  Two  hundred  and  ninety-two  inspections  and  visits  were  made  to 
all  types  of  food  premises.  Food  condemned  amounted  to  942  lbs. 
This  was  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  the  Council’s  site  with  other  refuse. 
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4.  ICE  CREAM 

There  are  no  manufacturers  in  the  district  using  heat  treatment. 
There  is  one  small  private  manufacturer  who  obtains  excellent  results 
and  one  large  nationally  known  distribution  depot  in  the  town.  Thirty- 
two  visits  to  shops  selling  ice-cream  were  made.  Twelve  samples  were 
taken,  all  of  which  were  placed  Grade  1 by  the  Bedford  Public  Health 
Laboratory. 

5.  FOOD  HYGIENE 

With  the  continuing  expansion  of  the  town  come  new  and  modern 
shops,  well  equipped  with  cold  storage  rooms,  refrigeration  and  at- 
tractive layouts.  The  general  standard  of  hygiene  is  satisfactory  but 
once  again  the  storage  and  disposal  of  refuse  creates  untidiness  and 
potential  nuisances  despite  a special  trade  refuse  collection.  There 
were  two  cases  of  food  poisoning  in  the  year,  neither  was  found  to 
be  due  to  any  food  bought  locally. 

6.  MEAT 

One  small  private  slaughterhouse  is  licensed  for  the  trade  of  the 
shop.  It  is  proposed  to  submit  the  report  on  slaughterhouses  in  I960, 
in  which  only  these  premises  will  be  licensed. 

All  other  butchers  obtain  their  meat  from  large  centres  in  London, 
Luton  and  Northampton. 

Inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  are  detailed  overleaf.

SECTION  G : OTHER  DUTIES 

RODENT  CONTROL.  The  joint  area  comprising  Bletchley 
U.D.C.,  Newport  U.D.C.  and  R.D.C.,  has  dealt  efficiently  with  all 
complaints  of  rats  and  mice.  A bi-annual  sewer  treatment  revealed 
a few  persistent  areas  where  rats  have  gained  access  to  sewers  and 
drains. 

PETROLEUM  REGULATIONS.  Thirty-three  premises  are 
licensed  to  store  petroleum,  in  quantities  ranging  from  a few  gallons 
of  cellulose  to  thousands  of  gallons  at  filling  stations. 

The  I960  regulations  are  in  force  but  it  may  be  another  year  before 
all  premises  and  apparatus  are  brought  up  to  the  prescribed  standard.
